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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNTY DELEGATION 


Rockingham County Concord 
Delegation Meeting Wildlife Room 
January 13, 1971 2:45 P.M. 


The Rockingham County delegation met in the Wildlife Room 
at the State House at 2:45 p.m. on Wednesday, January 13, 1971 
for the purpose of organization. The clerk declared a quorum to 
be present. | 


Rep. Dame, chairman of the delegation, presided. He called for 
nominations for a chairman of the delegation for the ensuing two 
years. Rep. Herbert Casassa was nominated by Rep. Bowles and 
the nomination was seconded by Rep. Leavitt. Rep. Gelt 
nominated Rep. Lyman Collishaw, seconded by Rep. Junkins. 
The motion to close nominations was made by Rep. Cummings, 
seconded by Rep. Greenwood, and so voted. The following 
representatives were appointed by the chairman to serve as tellers 
for collecting and counting the ballots cast: Palmer, Scamman, 
Maynard, Fiske and White. There were 56 ballots cast. Rep. 
Casassa received 37 and was declared elected. Rep. Collishaw 
moved that the vote be recorded as unanimous. It was so voted 
and is so recorded. 


Rep. Herbert Casassa, the newly elected chairman, then 
assumed the chair as the presiding officer. He called for 
nominations for a vice chairman. 


Rep. Charles Cummings was nominated by Rep. Greenwood to 
serve as vice chairman. Rep. Collishaw seconded the nomination. 
Rep. Gay moved that nominations cease and that the clerk cast 
one ballot for the nominee. The Clerk cast the ballot and Rep. 
Charles Cummings was declared to be elected as vice chairman. 


Nominations were then in order for a clerk. Mrs. Weeks 
announced that she was not a candidate for the position and 
nominated Rep. Marguerite Fiske as her successor. This nomina- 
tion was seconded by Rep. Leavitt. Rep. Vey nominated Rep. 
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Ferne Adams. This was seconded by Rep. Read. On motion by 
Rep. Gay, the nominations were closed. The chair appointed Mrs. 
Morrison to serve as a teller in place of Rep. Fiske. Fifty-nine 
votes were cast. Rep. Fiske received 30 and was declared elected. 
Rep. Adams moved that the vote be recorded as unanimous and it 
is so recorded. A rising vote of thanks was given to Mrs. Weeks for 
her 10 years of service as clerk of the Delegation. 


For Chairman of the Executive Committee, Rep. Jameson 
nominated Rep.

20 and Leavitt 39. Leavitt was declared elected and on motion by 
Dame the vote is recorded as unanimous. Rep. Gay commented 
on the excellent qualifications of the chosen candidate, wished 
him well, and promised cooperation.

County Delegation Chairman Casassa opened the meeting with 
the calling of the roll by the clerk. Those responding: Adams, 
Casassa, Collishaw, Cummings, Connors, Dame, Fiske, Hammond, 
Leavitt, Maynard, Page, Stimmell. 


Chairman Casassa introduced the two County Commissioners, 
Russell Hall and John Driscoli. 


The meeting was then turned over to the Budget Committee 
Chairman, James Leavitt. 


A discussion of the thirty line budget followed, item by item. 


Many pertinent questions were asked by the following people: 
William Thompson, Robert Shaw, Calvin Canney, Mrs. Barbara 
Griffen, Mayor Foley, Mrs. Woodman, Rep. Eastman, Rep. 
Boucher, Walter Vanderpool, Paul Keefe, Jay McDuffee, Rep.

Of continuing concern is the lack of detail in the budget 
proposals: The limited material, not generally available before the 
meeting, and the department proposals were seemingly only 
statements of desired funds. However, Mr. and Mrs. Hilton were 
commended for presenting a line by line item budget. 


Rep, Hammond, Chairman of the Sub-committee to meet with 
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Mrs. Holland in the Registry of Deeds, together with Rep. 
Stimmell, had high praise for the efficient and capable manner in 
which this department is operated. 


In addition to the Budget, three special proposals were noted: 
the continuing appropriation of $25,000 for the Communication 
System, The Community Action Program, and the Soil Conserva- 
tion Program. Dr. Saltonstal and Mr. Mack spoke for the last two 
items. Dr. Saltonstal mentioned that the $5000 appropriated last 
year brought $40,000 in Federal Spending into the Community 
Action Program of the County. 


Mr. Southwick affirmed the good of County Government and 
on that rather pleasant note at 11 P.M. Chairman Leavitt thanked 
those who came.

Preceding the voting of the line item budget appearing with the 
three County Commissioners — Hall, Driscoll and Tufts were: 
Supt. of County Hospital and Home Hilton, Registry of Deeds 
Holland, Register of Probate Howard, Sheriff Sampson, County 
Agricultural Agent Upham, Dr. Saltonstal and Mr. Rice for the 
Community Action Program, and Mr. York for the Rockingham 
County Conservation Commission; and County Forester Knowles 
to speak regarding the various proposals. 


Rep. Adams requested information as to the progress of 
making the County Farm Self-supporting as voted by the full 
delegation in 1970. Commissioner Hall and Supt. Hilton ex- 
plained the steps taken already to cut the previous deficit of 
approximately $32,000 to $14,000 and spoke of further antici- 
pated savings. Rep. Collishaw suggested that Commissioner 
Driscoll prepare an outline for legislation that a payment of the 
County Farm property be negotiated in lieu of taxes. 


Business conducted as follows: Salaries 


Item 1 — Commissioners salaries. Rep. Palmer moved, second-

Maynard said that H. B. 632 was recommended by several 
justices and attorneys. A full time assistant could do legal leg 
work. At the district court level the arresting police officer not 
necessarily competent in law practice is matched against skilled 
lawyers. An assistant county attorney might well prove valuable 
economically as well as preventing loss of cases. 


At the present time the county attorney is a part time position 
in salary. The law firm of the attorney subsidizes the attorney. 
Questions were raised as to the wisdom of a part-time attorney 
and a full-time assistant being paid a larger salary. Should the 
county have a full-time attorney and a part time assistant. Rep. 
Leavitt spoke to the need of an amendment to reflect the next 
budget year.

The purpose of the call being 
the authorization of bonds and notes to be issued by the County 
for financing the acquisition of land and the construction, 
Original equipment and furnishing of an addition to the Rocking- 
ham County Home. 


The clerk was requested to call the roll. The following

the general public, and representatives of the press. 


Representative Casassa opened the public hearing on the 
question and turned the meeting over to Rep. Cummings, 
Chairman of the Building Committee. 


Commissioner Hall, Chairman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, requested permission to speak. He said that four years 
ago the delegation in its wisdom had appointed a feasibility study 
to research the question of an addition to the County Home. 
Although the composition of the committee had changed during 
the four years, the dedication to purpose and the concern to 
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resolve the issue had remained constant. During the past five 
-months the Building Committee had labored thoughtfully to 
produce a plan both functional and economical. The result was 
this proposal of a 100 bed addition containing 60,700 square feet 
of new construction. The total estimated cost of $2,666,703 .00 
consists of: 


Total estimated construction $2 030,315.00 
Architect—Engineering (6%) 121,819.00 
Total estimated cost equipment 186,500.00 
3% contingency 70,159.00 
Estimated cost for well development 45 000.00 
Estimated cost for revision to sewage plant 110,000.00 


The figure of $32.00 a square foot is in line with recently 
completed buildings of similar purpose. Since all available funds 
and grants will be sought, the estimate is subject to revision 
should Federal or State requirements change during the design 
period. For example federal standards now require heated fresh 
air to rooms. The physical therapy unit will prove a wonderful 
asset to the county particularly with the “stroke” program. The 
cost of the chapel will be borne to a large extent, if not 
completely, by donation. The Kitchen Kapers, an area group, 
have already raised several thousand dollars toward the expense 
of the chapel. The installation of automatic boilers at the heating 
plant will produce additional savings in operational expense. It is 
estimated that $284,000 will be needed over income to maintain 
the operation of the addition apart from interest and debt 
amortization. Commissioner Hall then asked for permission for 
Mr. Lothrop, County Treasurer, to explain the proposed bonding. 


Mr. Lothrop explained that the indebtedness of the County is 
presently $840,000. $80,000 is the sum paid annually on the 
principal. Mr. Lothrop recommended securing a $300,000 note 
for six months to launch the project. He expressed the opinion 
that this could be obtained at about 3.5% interest. This note 
would be repaid from the twenty year bonds when the true cost 
of the addition is determined and the bonds not to exceed 
$2,666,760. are issued. The funds received could be reinvested if 
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need be. 


After this period of explanation, Rep. Cummings opened the 
hearing to questions and/or statements from the public. Concern 
was expressed about the impact the increased operating cost of 
the new addition to the County Home would have on the local 
property tax. The recently adopted “Bare Bone Budget” of the 
State was lamented. Representative Palmer expressed a deep 
concern over the plight of the cities and towns that must in the 
end assume the financial burden through increased tax rate, but 
that however the needs of the elderly cannot be denied, And 
further that to delay the new addition would accomplish nothing. 


Speaking in favor of the 100 bed addition were: Albert Hall, 
Selectman from Candia, who mentioned the never-ending waiting 
list for admission to the home and the lack of available private 
homes to place those in need of care. Richard Barron, Selectman 
from Salem. Rev. VandenBergh, retired minister from Newfields. 
William Keefe, City Councilman from Portsmouth. Paul Keefe, 
Town Manager from Exeter. Rep. Hammond entered a letter 
written by Shirley Tibbetts by and for the Selectmen of Rye. 
Rep. Cummings entered a letter written by acting secretary of the 
Rockingham County Medical Society, Dr. H. N. Sanders. Mrs. 
Barbara Griffin, Portsmouth, expressed pleasure to endorse this 
proposed worthwhile County project. Mrs. Kimball of Epping 
urged all especially at the local level to become, truly, our 
““brother’s keeper’. Representatives speaking in favor were: Gay, 
Benton, Eastman, Weeks, Langley, Chandler, Spollett, Morrisen, 
Soule, Goodrich, Cunningham, Greene, Bowles.

Amend RSA 64:12 (supp) as amended by 
striking out in line five the work “Rockingham” so that the 
section as amended shall read as follows: 64:12 Commissioners, 
Eligibility, Voting, and Election. In the foregoing counties, no 
person shall be eligible to be a candidate for county commissioner 
except from the district in which he is a resident. The inhabitants 
of said counties may vote for not more than one candidate from 
each district, except in the counties of Grafton, Coos, Merrimack, 
Cheshire, and Hillsborough where the inhabitants of each district 
therein may vote for not more than one candidate from said 
district. In all of said counties the candidate receiving the highest 
number of votes in any one district shall be declared elected 
county commissioner from that district. 


3 Effective Date. This act shall take effect sixty days after its 
passage. Discussion ensued. 


Rep. Greenwood spoke against the senate amendment as killing 
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H. B. 496 as it passed the house and restoring the election of 
county commissioners to the method used prior to 1969. He 
noted how successful the last election was under the current 
statute. Rep. Greene suggested that the delegation non-concur. 
Rep. Maynard spoke against the senate amendment. He said the 
current method reduced the hazard of voters from outside the 
district voting into office the ‘town clown’. He commended Rep. 
Scamman for the fine job of re-apportioning the districts that H. 
B. 496 reflected. Rep. Boucher as well as Rep. Junkins spoke in 
favor of H. B. 496 as it passed the house. 


Rep. Palmer moved, seconded by Rep. Greenwood, that by a 
show of hands vote to non-concur with the Senate and that a 
committee of conference be set up. 


Voted: 26—to—0 to non-concur. Adjourned. 


Rep. Casassa, Rep. Cummings and Rep. Maynard met with Sen. 
Brown and Sen. Foley as a committee of conference and adopted 
the bill in the form as it passed the house. H. B. 496 (as passed by 
the house -originally) was included in the Enrolled Bills Report 
July 1, 1971.

A meeting of the Rockingham County Delegation was held 
September 21, 1971 at the County Home and Hospital to hear a 
report of the special committee appointed by Rep. Casassa, 
chairman cf the delegation, to investigate the condition of the 
county jail. 


Chairman Casassa called the meeting to order and noted that 
this meeting was not a public meeting. Rep. Hammond moved, 
seconded by Rep. Maynard, that those present be permitted to 
remain. Motion carried unanimously. 


The meeting was turned over to Rep. Cummings, vice-chairman 
of the delegation and chairman of the three-man committee 
appointed to investigate the conditions of the jail. Rep. Stimmell 
and Rep. Hammond were the other two members. Rep. 
Cummings requested Rep. Hammond read the signed report of 
the committee. 


Rep. Jameson requested a roll call of the delegation. Those 
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listed above answered the roll call. A quorum was declared. 


A concerned discussion ensued. Rep. Morrison spoke to the 
need of making the needed changes. Rep. Stimmell spoke of the 
need of safety glass. Mr. Abers, Mr. Smith, selectmen of 
Brentwood, Mr. Southwick, Brentwood Chief of Police, and Mr. 
Sherman, a resident, all spoke of the desire to have the whistle 
system reinstated of alerting the town when a prisoner was at 
large. The need for a new jail was recognized. The feasibility of a 
regional jail with two or more counties combining efforts was 
discussed. An awareness of the type of prisoner was noted. With 
the advent of the drug-related crime todays prisoner is different 
from the prisoner when this house of correction was built. This 
situation, the delegation was told, calls increasingly for pro- 
fessionally trained guards and a suitable salary to attract young 
men to this field as a career. 


Sheriff Sampson answered many questions. He noted that 
maximum security was being maintained. Three good meals a day 
— no exercise. He said all inmates at the jail were bailable. At the 
request of Rep. Levy, Commissioner Driscoll explained the term 
“bailable”. Several spoke of the need to have the hardened 
dangerous criminals incarcerated at the state prison. The need of 
an amendment that would mandate the state warden to accept 
certain dangerous prisoners’ to the 1971 legislation which permits 
interchange of prisoners between the county and the state prison 
was considered vital. When questioned about communication 
between his office and the jail, Sheriff Sampson said there was 
virtually instant communication. Any trouble at the jail radio 
communication would bring police in the matter of minutes into 
the area. Rep. Greene inquired about the possibility of dividing 
the jail separating the bound-overs from the other inmates. Rep. 
Eastman asked for the verification of the responsibility for the 
administration of the jail. By statute the task of administration is 
the joint responsibility of the full board of commissioners and the 
sheriff. The discussion was limited to the condition of the jail. It 
was noted that prisoners on maximum security have 24 hours a 
day to think. Their search for ways to express their hostility 
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causes repair to be a continuous and on-going affair dependent 
upon available funds and help. Noise is a major problem. No 
rehabilitation is offered. People have exploited the previous 
leniency of the jail’s administration. “The honeymoon is over”, 
said Sheriff Sampson. An invitation was extended to the 
delegation to inspect the jail at the close of the meeting. 


Meeting adjourned at 2:10 P.M.

The Rockingham County Executive Committee met at the 
County Justice Building on January 31, 1972 at 10:30 AM. to 
preview the proposed County Budget for 1972. Commissioner 
Hall reminded the committee that no vote on the proposed 
budget would be in order. “ 


Rep. Casassa, chairman of the Rockingham County Convention 
called the meeting to order and requested that the clerk call the 
roll. The fifteen representatives listed above answered the call. 


Rep. Cassassa turned the meeting over to Rep. Leavitt, 
chairman of the Budget Committee. The cumulative fourth 
quarterly report for the year 1971 was the first order of business. 
The various deficits were discussed. Concern was expressed over 
the lack of a public hearing regarding the deficit. However, it was 
noted that all departments were alerted in October to curtail 
expenditures. Bills were authorized to be paid in anticipation of a 
small surplus. Rep. Cummings moved, seconded by Rep. Green- 
wood, that the reports be accepted. Motion carried. 


In deference to Mr. and Mrs. Hilton consideration of the 
proposed County Budget for 1972 began with the County Home. 
A ten-page summary of the 1972 Disbursement Budget Estimate 
was provided. Mr. and Mrs. Hilton, Mr. Wuerker, and the three 
commissioners spent until recess at 12:28 answering concerned 
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questions in great detail. 


Following a delightful luncheon at the Exeter Inn, the meeting 
resumed at 2:20 P.M. Rep. Collishaw asked that it be noted in the 
permanent record that the National Association of Counties had 
chosen Sheriff Sampson, Commissioner Hall, and Commissioner 
Driscoll to serve on Steering Committees of that organization. It 
was mentioned that only about thirty members are so honored. 
Rockingham County is honored to have three members selected. 
Commissioner Hall is to serve on the steering committee — 
“Welfare’’. Commissioner Driscoll is to serve on the commitee — 
“County Planning and Development’’. Sheriff Sampson is to serve 
on “Crime and Public Safety”. Congratulations were extended by 
the entire Executive Committee. 


The preview of the budget continued by returning to the first 
category — Salaries. No increases were recorded. Rep. Hammond, 
chairman of the sub-committee-Registry of Deeds noted that 
unanimous decision of. that sub-committee to suggest that 
Register Holland receive the maximum salary $11,000.00. 


Mr. Karl Wuerker, Director of Public Works explained the 
proposed budget and several suggested special items that his 
duties reflect. Rep. Adams moved, seconded by Rep. Goodrich, 
that a sub-committee be appointed to “look into” the telephone 
costs of the Exeter Court House. Rep. Casassa appointed Rep. 
Adams, chairman and Rep. Page and Rep. Maynard as the 
sub-committee directing them to report as soon as possible. 


Rep. Dame, chairman of the sub-committee of the Registry of 
Probate lifted up the need of area carpeting in that department 
where the girls work because of the cold floors. 


Rep. Collishaw and Rep. Adams gave, in fine detail, explana- 
tion of the proposed budget for the Sheriff’s Department. 


The tremendous value of the use of sub-committees was quite 
visible during the meeting. Pleasure was expressed many times for 
the printed detail with which each department presented its 
budget. 
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Commissioner Hall addressed the committee concerning some 
outstanding bills unpaid because of the oversight of a Boston 
Bank to advertise the sale of bonds for two successive weeks in a 
New Hampshire paper of state-wide circulation. Furthermore, 
Bond Council would not permit the sale of bonds until the fact of 
legal suit is settled. These complications create the need for a 
temporary loan of $200,000.00. Rep Adams moved, seconded by 
Rep. Connors, that the County Treasurer be authorized to secure 
for ninety days a temporary loan of $200,000.00, providing it be 
legally possible. Motion carried. 


Rep. Greenwood, chairman of the sub-committee to meet with 
the Cooperative Extension Service, spoke of the several meetings 
held with the Extension. He noted the need for air conditioning 
as the department is situated over the boilers. He drew attention 
‘to the work of the Forester and to the unanswered requests for 
assistance due to cut back last year. He noted the small increase 
in the budget proposal. 


Fire Chief Toland appeared to speak in behalf of the special 
request for $1500.00 for use at The Fire Training Site to be used 
primarily to install a sewage system. 


Rep. Casassa thanked the sub-committees for their dedicated 
efforts and the Commissioners for providing such detailed 
explanations of the proposed budget. He reminded the Executive 
Committee of the Public Hearing to be held at the County 
Building, February 12, 1972 at 10:30 A.M. Also, of the 
Executive Committee Meeting to be held at the County Building 
on February 14, 1972 at9 A.M.

In accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated, as 
amended, of the State of New Hampshire, the Board of 
Rockingham County Commissioners herewith submit the annual 
report of the Commissioners for the year ending December 31, 
IDZI), 


1971 began with Russell J. Hall being named Chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners and John C. Driscoll as Clerk. Former 
chairman, William S. Bartlett resigned effective February, 1971. 
Pursuant to law Arthur Tufts of Exeter, New Hampshire was 
appointed by the Superior Court to fill Mr. Bartlett’s unexpired 
term. . 


During the year proposals for the 100 bed addition to the 
County Home were figured up and presented to the Convention 
and the public. After a Public Hearing on June 12, 1971 a bond 
issue of $2,666,760 was authorized for the 100 bed addition and 
for other modifications and repairs to the existing plant. 


Irving Hersey Associates of Durham was retained as architect 
and the firm has completed plans which have been submitted to 
state and federal officials for review. 


The site has been prepared for construction and contracts let 
for boiler replacement, laundry equipment and for boiler room 
and laundry addition. 


At the Court House in Exeter the parking area was increased to 
allow for 35 additional cars. Since completion it has become 
evident that further consideration must be given to provide even 
more parking as the building is used by a ever increasing number 
each and every day. 


In September our sympathy went out to the family of Robert 
Prescott of Newmarket as he was killed in the performance of his 
duties as guard at the County Jail and House of Correction. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank all County 
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Officials and personnel who have given generously of their time 
and effort to make the year 1971 an outstanding year and we 
wish to invite the citizens of Rockingham County to not only 
visit with us at our weekly meetings but also to visit the County 
Home and the New Rockingham County Administration and 
Justice Building any time that you desire.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT 


To the Administrator and County Commissioners of Rockingham 
County Home: 


I submit the following report in summary of my religious 
activities among Catholic patients and residents of the County 
Home. The period covered by this report extends from January 1, 
1971 through December 31, 1971. 


The Scarament of the Sick was administered to a total of 
fourteen critically ill patients during the past year. 


Secondly, during the past twelve months, Holy Communion 
was distributed on each First Friday of the month. Confessions 
were heard on each First Thursday. The number of Catholic 
participants in these religious services averaged between 
twenty-five and thirty per month. 


Again, on separate occasions each month, visits were made to 
various residents and patients; rosaries, medals, and calendars 
were also distributed to the Catholic residents and patients. 


Arrangements were made through the pastor of St. Michael’s 
Church, Exeter by which elderly residents were invited to attend 
Sunday services at that church. The presence of a ramp at that 
institution helps to facilitate entrance for the infirm. 


In addition, I have endeavored to encourage friends to 
transport residents of the County Home to church services, 
thereby providing in such trips a pleasurable outing as well as a 
means of worship. 


In addition, Catholic services were conducted in the audi- 
torium of this institution on or near several major Feast Days, 
such as Sunday, December 26. 


We were also successful in providing a dinner for male residents 
of the County Home at which we were able to dine and wine 
thirteen guests. We intend to continue this project through the 
help of parishioners of St. Joseph’s Church, Epping, in which 
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similar groups will be accommodated from the County Home on 
a rotating basis. 


I would close this report, Mr. Hilton, on an expression of 
appreciation to you and the staff of the Home. for your 
co-operation.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham 
County: 


During the year of 1971 religious services were held in the 
auditorium of the County Home on every Sunday except the 
Labor Day Sunday. Clergy from parishes in the County assisted 
by taking these services as in the past. I cannot speak too highly 
of these men and women who take of their time from extremely 
busy schedules and provide their own transporation to come to 
the County Home and conduct services there. It is not only 
greatly appreciated by the residents but has many times led toa 
greater understanding and appreciation of the way in which the 
County Home is conducted. During the year I attended a 
meeting, in Corcond, of the Chaplains of County Homes 
throughout the state and they all agreed that the co-operation is 
greater in Rockingham County than elsewhere and that the 
program here is outstanding. 


There has been this year a noticeable increase in the attendance 
at the services together with increased interest on the part of 
youth groups in attending and helping residents to and from their 
rooms and visiting in the wards after the service. I would like 
especially to express appreciation to the young people from the 
Baptist Church of Plaistow who come regularly with their leader. 
Young people from Chester-Auburn have also helped a number of 
times and there have been other groups from Exeter, Deerfield, 
Salem and Portsmouth. Some churches like Freemont-Raymond 
Methodist and Salem Methodist have provided Junior Choirs to 
sing and during August the services were conducted by a group of 
families from Exeter some of whom are now taking part in 
regular programs of visiting and help in the Home. 


Increasing interest in the program has been evidenced by 
associations of the associations of clergy in the County and by 
attendance of members of the clergy at the meetings concerned 
with improving worship facilities at the Home. The annual 
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luncheon meeting of the clergy and Commissioners and Adminis- 
trators was well attended and-there was considerable discussion. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the County 
Commissioners and to the Administrator of the County Home for 
their constant support and interest. The County is well served by 
them.

With the assistance of a very able nursing staff, Physical 
Therapy Department & Occupational Therapy Department the 
medical department has been able to give the usual good care to 
the patients of the Rockingham County Home this past year. 


Continued efforts are being made to improve the services now 
being furnished. 


As an adjunct to our excellent running P.T. Department, the 
addition of Mrs. Elizabeth Crepeau to our O.T. staff and her 
assistant Mrs. Gail Lemerise have contributed greatly to the 
happiness and progress of our patients socially and rehabilita- 
tively. 


Mrs. Joan Alexander our new Speech Therapist has been a 
tremendous addition to the over all treatment of Stroke patients 
with speech problems. 


The team approach care of the Acute Stroke patient as 
provided by Rockingham County Home has been accepted by the 
Medical profession of Rockingham County and we have admitted 
and treated 12 patients from the Exeter, Derry and Portsmouth 
Hospitals over the past year. The effort of Dr. Robert Gloor and 
Dr. Lium from the Tri State Medical Program have been a real » 
help in this direction although our unit has not yet been approved 
by the Blue Cross & Blue Shield as an Extended Care Facility and 
eligible by them for reimbursement - a status we are still working 
on. 


Staff meetings are held the 2nd Wednesday of each month to 
discuss medical and nursing problems. Monthly sessions are held 
for the presentation of pertinent problems in the various fields of 


geriatric medicine - led by specialists for all nurses and doctors 
: interested. This has been an invigorating aspect of medical care in 


this institution. To date the following Doctors have been kind 
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enough to assist us in this endeavor. Dr. Peter Czachor of 
Portsmouth Hospital in Gynecological problems in the aged. Dr. 
Lucius Hill of Exeter Hospital in Peripheral Vascular diseases, and 
Dr. Chien-Min Chen in Orthopedic Problems. Further sessions for 
this coming year will be Dr. Paul Tessier in Urological Problems, 
Dr. Bernard Frim for Dental disorders, Dr. Richard Kaplan in 
Diabetic Problems and Dr. Duncan Stephens in Psychiatric 
Problems. 


The active participation of my Medex, Mr. Robert Norton, has 
given a great boost to all of us in many aspects of medical care 
including the performance of routine physicals, labratory work, 
respiratory therapy, dressings and checkups. 


There is always a sad note to such a report. For us it is the loss 
of Dr. Edwin Lee who in spite of his 80 years is finding it hard to 
retire, and the soon to be loss of Mrs. Shirley Nelson as head 
Physical Therapist. We wish them all the best. 


Dr. Hugo Hochschild and Dr. Robert Judson are still with us to 
assist in our overall coverage.

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REGISTER OF DEED’S REPORT

County 


The past year was an extremely busy one for the Register of 
Deeds and her staff. Receipts during the year of 1971 totaled 
$134,303.19 which represents an increase of $33,263.73 over the 
year 1970. These receipts indicate a 30% increase in recording 
and copy charges paid to the county. 


As of December 31, 1971, 24,769 documents had been 
permanently recorded with the Registry of Deeds as compared 
with 19,020 documents recorded during 1970. 


This increase would indicate a substantial upswing in the real 
estate market within the 36 towns and one city which constitute 
Rockingham County. The rapid growth in the building and sale of 
real property is enhanced by the development of recreational 
facilities on the many lakes, ponds, and rivers within the county. 
This additional volume of real estate transfers increases the 
responsibility and workload of the Register of Deeds as well as 
increasing the receipts to the county treasury. 


It was a very rewarding year in that a milestone in county 
recordkeeping was reached upon the publication of the computer- 
ized, 20-year, consolidated index. This new, simplified key to the 
instruments is a major step forward for the operation of Registry 
of Deeds. 


With the continued co-operation and support of the Com- 
missioners, the County Delegation, and those we serve, we look 
forward to continuing to maintain our high level of service in an 
efficient and economical manner.

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COUNTY ATTORNEY’S REPORT 


In 1971 the county attorney processed 425 individuals charged 
with a total of 423 criminal offenses before the Rockingham 
County Superior Court. Of these offenses, 272 were misdemeanor 
appeals and 201 were indicted felonies. Burglaries top the list of 
most frequent offense committed and drug violations rank 
second. Many of the burglaries and a variety of other offenses 
against property were drug related, which probably indicates that 
drug abuse was our primary criminal problem in 1971. 


97 individuals were sentenced to jail or prison terms. 103 cases 
were continued for sentence, many of which represented cases of 
defendants who were actually sentenced on other charges at the 
same time. 


In October, 1971, prosecution of an alleged obscene film was 
commenced in response to a public demand for action against an 
increased influx of motion picture showings featuring sex in an 
offensive manner under New Hampshire laws. 


Cases presented to three grand juries in 1971 indicated a 
continued increase in the incidents of crime in the county. A 
harder line by the county attorney in sentencing convicted felons 
has resulted in improvement of police moral and hopefully a 
demination in the willing of would-be offenders to commit crimes 
in the community. 


The need for an additional prosecutor becomes constantly 
more critical. 


Generally 1971 was a good year for law inforcement and

Gentlemen: 


The past twelve months have seen a definite increase in all 
phases of the activities of this Department. 


Investigations, including assists to other departments within 
the county, issuance of warrants and subsequent appearances in 
court for the prosecution of offenders, have increased by more 
than forty percent. 


Transportation of prisoners has increased sixty-four percent 
with assistance rendered to other departments. Under this 
catagory prisoners transported from various areas of the county 
to the Rockingham County Jail and House of Correction, Valley 
Street Jail in Manchester (females), New Hampshire Hospital and 
the State Prison, include fugitives from justice, bound-overs, 
sentenced and held prisoners. 


Juvenile cases have more than doubled in the past year. The 
juvenile officer attached to the Department (salary partially 
funded by the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delin- 
quency) has handled uncontrollables, runaways and delinquents 
who have become involved in such offenses as drugs, burglaries, 
larcenies, and violations of probation. 


Our Central Communications Center has continued to increase 
in scope and activity with the co-ordination of all levels of law 
enforcement forces. 


Due to the Transition Program of the Department of Defense, 
for the past four months we have been able to complement our 
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Dispatching staff at the Center without having to employ still 
another dispatcher to adequately carry the work load in 
communications.

To the Honorable Board of Rockingham County Commissioners

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report of the Rockingham County Jail and 
House of Correction for the year of 1971, having been appointed 
Acting Superintendent of this facility in late August of 1971. 


Numerous factors contributed to the tragedy which occurred 
at the jail this past September. The type of inmate confined at 
this institution today has changed drastically. The hard-core 
prisoner, no longer the exception but the rule, presents many 
different and difficult problems. The majority of these men are 
on, or have been on drugs. The resulting erratic behavior has 
created a definite need for an increase in staff, or men who have 
been trained for this specific type of duty. Due to the approval of 
the Delegation and the County Commissioners our staff has been 
increased from two men per shift to three, thereby insuring more 
coverage with two men inside the jail at all times and one on the 
desk. 


In 1970 we housed 794 men who served a total of 12,172 
days. In 1971 we housed 900 men who served a total of 16,715 
days. The rate is constantly mounting with the natural result of 
increased costs for clothing, food, housing and supervision. 


The completion of the installation of twelve closed-circuit 
televisions now enables the officer on desk duty to observe at all 
times the activity in the jail and to be forewarned in the event of 
any unusual problems which might arise. 


The jail has been repainted in its entirety with the labor 
supplied by the inmates. The overall effect is one of extreme 
cleanliness and has greatly contributed to the morale of the men. 
It is obvious that being occupied in constructive tasks is far more 


beneficial to those awaiting court aciton, rather than to be left 
with their own thoughts and devices. 


Under the new proposal of the Board we will be able to 
provide trained and qualified correction officers to deal with 
those confined to the institution while they are with us and send 
them out into society better equipped to meet the problems with 
which they will be faced. 


In closing I wish to extend to the Board of Commissioners, 
Sheriff George Sampson and the staff of the County Home and 
Hospital my gratitude for their assistance and cooperation.

To: Sheriff of Rockingham County 
From: Chaplain of Rockingham Jail 


Since my appointment to the position of Chaplain of the 
Rockingham County Jail in February 1971, I have attempted to 
visit the Jail on Monday evenings of each week, for a period of 
one and a half to two hours, to be available to any of the 
prisoners or guards who may wish to talk with me. This 
arrangement was suspended during my vacation in August, and 
was not resumed for a period of about three months thereafter. 
This was due to disorders at the Jail which made it impossible for 
the Sheriff to guarantee the safety of visitors. 


In the time I have served as Chaplain, I have come to realize 
the many problems that face the Sheriff as administrator of this 
facility. The rapid turnover of prisoners, the crowded conditions, 
the lack of privacy for confidential counselling and for hearing of 
confessions, the difficulty in controlling the young, aggressive, 
drug-addicted inmates who form a large proportion of the 
prisoners; these are only a few of the problems that are beyond 
the control of any individual official and that can be solved 
only with the understanding and co-operation of the citizens. 


The County owes a special debt of gratitude to the officials of 
the County who, in spite of these and other problems, in addition 
face the possibility of physical assault and even death in the 
performance of their duty, yet continue to serve and to enforce 
the laws.

AGRICULTURE 


During the year the majority of work has been in four primary 
areas — Commercial Agriculture, Home Gardens and Grounds, 
Resource Development and Management of the funds and Office 
of the Rockingham County Cooperative Extension Service. 


Commercial Agriculture remains active in all areas, dairy, fruit, 
vegetable, poultry and livestock. As a group it appears that 
commercial farmers have reached a leveling off, with no major 
real estate sales this past year. 


Owners and managers of these f.. ms have been able to expand 
to maintain efficiency and a profitable enterprise. Very little 
change in work with this group has occurred. Mailings, personal 
visits, and radio have been used as well as specialists from the 
University of New Hampshire to bring the latest information to 
our agricultural growers. 


The home gardner, as a group, has increased in number. Many 
more persons seem to be interested in raising their own vegetables 
as well as maintaining a well landscaped home area. The many 
questions from this group present an educational challenge that is 
being answered by evening schools of 3—6 weeks duration, 
meetings, individual contacts by phone or letter, informational 
bulletins, news releases and radio. It is evident that additional 
methods such as demonstration plots will be used in the future. 


Resources Development is a new program area to assist the 
people of the county to better understand how to cope with 
problems arising from the rapid increase in population. Work has 
been primarily in group action activities assisting other Federal 
Agencies, Planning Groups, Conservation Commissions and other 
Organizations. This area of work will increase at the expense of 
Commercial Agriculture without additional man power. 


The duties of office manager have expanded as has the 
workload level of the office. The office manager is in charge of 
the office clerical staff. The maintenance of office supplies,

materials and equipment is his responsibility. Budget preparation 
for presentation to the Council, Commissioners, and Convention, 
as well as the responsibility of all expenditures of County funds 
are also his.

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EXTENSION HOME ECONOMICS 


During 1971 a second full-time Home Economist position was 
possible as of July 1. It was very encouraging to have full-time 
assistance in meeting increasing demands. Yearly records indica- 
ted: 


374 meetings by trained, volunteer local leaders — 5,307 
attendance. 250 EHE taught meetings — 6,745 attendance. 


1971 Total: 624 EHE meetings — 12,052 attendance. 1961 
Total: 489 EHE meetings (1% EHE’s) — 7,242 attendance. 


The 1971 figures exceed any previous year and are indicative 
of increased demands and responses in a continuing education 
program for homemakers. 


There were 30 Extension Home Economics groups meeting 
monthly. In addition, work has been done with Rockingham 
Craftsmen, International Farm Youth Exchange, Women’s Camp, 
4—H Dress Revue, Home Economics and Extension Service 
Advisory Councils, plus non-Extension groups as: Garden Clubs, 
Donated Foods Program, Women’s Clubs and Church Groups, 
Pease AFB, Town Offices and Libraries, Granges, Association of 
Retired Persons, Welcome Wagon, County Home, Cancer Society, 
Deerfield Fair, Home Economics teachers, and commercial firms 
assisting Extension projects. Exeter Handkerchief Store and C.H. 
Clement Store in Derry provided classroom space that was much 
appreciated. 


Subject matter programs emphasized increasing consumer 
competence in purchasing goods and services, family health and 
stability, maintenance of home and furnishings, management of 
resources, and increased skill in human relations and community 
resource development as citizens. 


Methods used included 262 WKXR radio programs and 
distribution of 94 circulars to 33,193 people plus 22,213 
bulletins on request. News articles, office and telephone calls, 
conferences, correspondence, home visits, tours, and an encamp- 
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ment as well as meetings were used to meet individual and group 
requests on family living problems. 


The support and help of the community leaders, Home 
Economics Advisory and Extension Service Council members 
were much appreciated. The county homemakers sponsored the 
17th award of the Williamson-Babb Scholarship to Elizabeth A. 
Foley of Exeter. Through the joint offorts of both volunteer and 
professional people the Rockingham County Extension Home 
Economics program contributed to human and community 
resource development.

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4—H YOUTH DEVELOPMENT 


Over 2,000 4—H’ers are involved in 135 organized clubs 
throughout Rockingham County. 4—H’ers were also involved in a 
4—H TV series, 4—H short courses in babysitting and public 
speaking. The favorite top 3 projects in 4—H continue to be arts 
and crafts, clothing, and foods and nutrition. However, the 
projects choice continues to widen in variety and additions of 
aerospace, veterinary science, bicycling, and consumer education, 
to name just a few of the new look to 4—H. Leading the 4—H 
clubs are 344 volunteer adult leaders and 136 junior and teen 
leaders. A traveling wardrobe was tal n by one of the 4—H agents 
and demonstrated to home economics classes through Rocking- 
ham County. 


In 1971 county-wide activities for all 4—H’ers in Rockingham 
County included Dress Revue, Demonstrations, Ice Follies, 
Circus, trip to Lorden’s Lumber Mill and to Dorr Woolen 
Factory, camp, Stratham Fair, Deerfield Fair, 4-H Penny Sale, 
Isles of Shoals trip, 4—H Picnic and 4—H Family Camp Out. 


The top recognitions this year went to 4—H’ers in Rockingham 
County who won top state honors in their specific project area. 
Marion Crow, Stratham, was further selected as the National 
Health winner receiving a $700 college scholarship. Eleven 
4—H’ers from Rockingham County attended the National 4—H 
Citizenship Short Course at the National 4—H Center in Washing- 
ton, D. C. One leader from Hampton attended the National 4—H 
Leaders Forum, also at the National 4—H Center. One 4—H 
member was selected to attend the National Junior Horticultural 
Association convention in Florida by placing on the state 
horticultural judging team. The county dairy and livestock 
judging teams placed 3rd in the state. The horse judging team 
won top state honors and traveled to Harrisburg, Pennsylvania for 
the national contest. One 4—H teen was selected as the 
outstanding boy to attend Camp Minniwanca, a national leader- 
ship camp in Michigan.

As 4—H looks to the 70’s, continued youth involvement in 
planning programs on community development, citizenship, 
business and economics, careers, international aspects of 4—H, 
personal development, foods and nutrition, health and camping 
will continue to be expanded as 4—H reaches more youth with its 
out-of-school educational program for youth between the ages of 
8 to 19.

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FOREST RESOURCES DEVELOPMENT 


Rapid urbanization in Rockingham County is bringing in- 
creased pressure on the use of forest land, 


Public use of land for recreational purposes i.e. hunting, fishing 
hiking, picnicing, and snowmobiling must necessarily take place 
on privately owned land in a county where ninety-eight (98) per 
cent of the 352,000 acres of forest area is in private individual 
holdings. This same acreage is serving the 145,000 people of the 
county, acting as a giant sponge to absorb precipitation prevent- 
ing flooding and maintaning the water in a condition for human 
use. In addition, the forest provides food and cover for wildlife 
that will gradually disappear without proper management of our 
forests. Last but not least is the 12 to 25 million board feet of 
lumber that is harvested annually for home and industrial 
building. Multiple use of our forests is an absolute necessity 
during this period of population explosion. 


The County Forestry program has always emphasized multiple 
use of our forest resource in its educational programs serving an 
estimated 5,900 forest land stewards. Available to these people 
who control over 75 per cent of the land area in the county is 
professional guidance in the modern scientific techniques of 
weeding and thinning, pruning, removal of cull trees, forest fire 
access road location, tree planting, Christmas tree culture and 
marketing, maple syrup production, timber harvesting through 
selective cutting, and care and maintenance of shade and 
Ornamental trees. Our program has emphasized the educational 
approach by presenting 119 group programs in 1971. Included in 
the group activities were slide programs and field tours presented 
in North Hampton, Exeter, Greenland, Portsmouth, Hampton, 
Hampton Falls, Pease Air Force Base, East Kingston, Newton, 
Newfields, Kensington and Londonderry. Special emphasis was 
given to the youth of the county in programs presented at Little 
Harbour School and the High School in Portsmouth, Winna- 
cunnet High School in Hampton, the North Hampton Elementary 
School, Exeter Elementary School, Newton Memorial School, 
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and the Londonderry Elementary School. 


With the loss of the Assistant County Forester position came a 
reduction in many important resource programs. The monthly 
Tree Talk newsletter that was mailed to over 500 families has 
been reduced to a quarterly publication. Office assists which 
usually involve shade tree disease and insect problems were 
dropped from over 300 to 130. This is understandable as field 
time was increased due to the personnel reduction. The backlog 
of unserviced requests for assistance has increased at an average of 
ten per month since March of 1971. 


As indicated by this acceleration in requests, the people of the 
county are showing a sincere interest in our environment.
